By article 11, as I shall attempt 


to show, we undertake substantially 


this proposed league of nations v.'i 
will be perpetually in a state of war, 
so that no new principle %vill need 
to be invoked'in order to suppress 


For the present, however, it is 


sufficient to consider our obligations 
under article 10. I am 'not going to 


to quibble about reservations, 


or territorial integrity of a member 
of the league when it is to our in- 
terest to take that course. Such ac- 
tion on the part of the members of 
the league would destroy the whole 
plan and purpose of the league. It 
would at once reduce it to a mere 
aggregation of warring-factions and 
petty alliances in which every dis- 
pute submitted to the. league would 
beget as many others as there are 
members of the league. 1 assume 
that if we go into the league we go 
into it with the .honest intention of 
fulfilling onr obligation to preserve 
the- political and ttrritorial status 
quo created by the peace conference 
at Paris. 


Situation In Austria 


Now,-let ns see what that obEga- 


"tion involves. We will consider ths 
simplest situation first, which- is 
that presented by Austria. 


I recall to your mind in this con- 


nection' the language of the Presi- 
dent on December 4, 1918, in an ad- 
dress to the Congress.. He then said: 


"We owe it, however, to our- 


selves to say .that we do not 
wish in any way to impair o_r 
rearrange the Austro-Hnngari- 
an Empire." 
I have no doubt that the Prcsi- 


.dent used this language in th« ut- 
most good faith. At that time he 
had not been to Paris, where he has 
told ns he first learned of the secret 
treaties, and he says "when be ar- 
rived in Paris be was still ignorant 
of the designs and purposes of tha 
Allies. 


Prior to the war the Austro-Hun- 


garian Empire contained . 251,000 
square miles and a'.population of 
61,0.00,000 people. , The.

EltE is no Donkey business about Gov. Frazier of North 
1 Dakota. He took over the lignite mines of North Dakota 
temporarily. This kind of coal can not be stored for any length 
of time. So the state depends on the mine operations from day 
io day. 


Frazier declared that the mines must not close because the 


business and comfort of the people cf the state were at stake, 
i'nd that if the miners and operators could not agree the state 
would take over the mines. During his term of office President 
Roosevelt put a similar proposition before the anthracite coal 
operators, but it was never carried out. 


The lignite operators may have thought the governor of 


North DnJuita was bluffing, for they let the time limit pass. 
Frazier then declared martial law throughout the state and de- 
clared that the state had taken possession of the mines. 
The 


miners can thus return to work as employes of the state of 
North Dakota. 


The move is of great significance and will make North Da- 


kota even more of a battleground between the people and -the 
special interests than it is now. 
Throughout the country speak- 


ers and writers will compare it with the act of the federal gov- 
ernment in ordering free men back to work for private employ- 
ers. Not only will North Dakota solve its coal shortage .prob- 
lem, but the above comparison will reflect much credit on the 
democratic administration in that farmer-ruled state. 


While the stock of titles of nobility, royal orders, etc., is 


falling in Europe, these things appear to be much sought-after 
by a good many on this side of the water. The Guaranty Trust 
company cf New York, for instance, sends a letter to the press 
throughout the United States announcing that its president has 
•been honored by King Albert with the cross of the Order of 
Leopold II. Baron de Cartier is said to have made the presen- 
tation in person. 


Insofar as Americanism can be interpreted from our Con- 


stitution, such a thing is something to be ashamed of here rather 
than to be bragged about. 
Article I of that document reads: 


"No title of nobility-shall be granted by the United States, 


and no person holding any office of profit and trust under them 
shall, without the consant of the congress, accept any present, 
emolument, office or title of any kind, from any king, prince or 
foreign state.'' 


The trust company president is only a private citizen and 


thus violates only the American spirit, but a number of our army 
and navy officers have done precisely what the Constitution for- 
bids. This article of the Constitution has not been amended, 
nor has the spirit of the plain people of America changed. 
The 


gewgaws of European royalty look good only to-those who have 
nothing mure to gain in the circles of American plutocracy. 


1 - Action of Mine Workers officials in calling off the strike in 
obedience to the government's injunction may be a mistake or a 
wise move. The rank and file of the workers are likely to see 
it as a surrender of an elemental right to perverted legal tactics 
On the other hand, the issue was being forced by the Wall street 
interests at this lime. With subservient politicians in control 
at Washington they saw a good chance of outlawing and destroy- 


ing, not so-called radicals, but all labor organizations. Perhaps 
it is well not to let the enemy set the time of battle? 


If the mine workers in some localities refuse to obey the na- 


tional officers under the impression that they were coerced with 
fear of imprisonment a good deal of violence is probable.. The 
government plans evidently to arrest all leaders of the men and 
to strengthen its spy system. But evil work of private spies 
and gunmen, which plays a big part in the streel strike, is hard- 
ly probable in this case, because as a matter of business the mine 
operators can proQt by a shortage -at this time. The anti-labor 
efforts wi!i be in the direction of breaking up the union rather 
,hun operation of the mines. 


A new plan to settle the Irish question is announced by the 


Lloyd George ministry. The province of Ulster is to ha.ve..one 
parliament, sitting at Belfast; the rest of the provinces will 
have another, sitting at Dublin. The two are to be united into 
a common council with equal power to legislate on general mat- 
ters. 


To the outsider this might lock like a real offer of settle- 


ment, especially if one inclines to the idea that Ireland is hope- 
lessly divided on the religious issue. But the Irish appear to 
regard the new plan as what American call "just as good legis 
lalion." 


British army and navy control is to remain. Britain will 


undoubtedly manage to retain the control of customs, excise 
duties and trade relations, which furnish the fundamental'1 bone 
of contention in the Irish question. By subsidizing the minority 
in Ulster with a few favors, England will be able by this plan to 
keeo her business domination over Ireland.

Under article 4 it was agreed by 


Great Britain, Franc;, and Russia, 
parties to the agreement, -that Italy 
should receive that part of Austria

parts of Austriar.the Istrian Islands 
along 
her 
eastern coast, and the 


Province of Dalmatia and 
various 


islands adjacent 
thereto.

more, it was agreed to by this pre- 
cious quartet, of-nations that Italy, 
in 
consideration of the 
foregoing 


spoils, was. not to object to or op-
